Hawks, o wls, cro ws, 
and o ther destru ctiv e birds o t prey 
mu ltiplied in nu mbers and attacked 
and destro y ed the y o u ng birds. The 
do mestic canine and feline animals 
jo inted in the ex terminatio n o f the 
helpless v ictims. 
All o f these cau ses co mbined hav e 
pro du ced the same resu lt which has 
ensu ed in ev ery o ther o ld settled 
and well tilled co u ntry . 
The wild birds hav e disappeared, 
and in their places tame fo wl no w 
range the fields where o nce the wild 
birds bred and reared their fami­ 
lies.
